Prince Georges County 
Grows At A Fast Rate 

Suburban Maryland now has al¬ 
most 900,000 people. According to 
Bulletin #8 of the Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, Montgomery County 
has a population of about 415,000 as 
of July 1, 1964 and Prince Georges 
County a population of about 475,000. 

The figures in this bulletin show 
that Prince Georges is growing at 
the rate of nearly 33,00 a year while 
Montgomery is increasing at the 
rate of approximately 16,000 a year. 
Only four years ago according to 
the U. S. Census, Prince Georges 
population was 357,395 as compared 
with 340,928 for Montgomery on the 
same date. 

Also listed in this bulletin is a 
breakdown of population and hous¬ 
ing units by election districts and 
census tracts as well as for muni¬ 
cipalities and unincorporated areas 
in both counties. 

Copies of this bulletin are availa¬ 
ble without charge at the Commis¬ 
sion's offices in Silver Spring and 
Riverdale.

BrSSGPPC aod Greenbelt Disagree 

On Zoning Near DuVal High School 


The Maryland National Capital Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion has recommended approval by the county commissioners of its 
Staffs recommendations for zoning of seven tracts of land east and 
northeast of DuVal High School. The recommendations call for 
64.56 acres to be zoned 1-1 (light industry) with protective cov¬ 
enants to run with the land; 59 acres for R-18 (medium density 


apartments) ; and 20 acres for 
acreage was set aside for schools, 
rural residential. 

At the hearing before the MNCPPC 
on July 29, Mayor Pro Tern David 
Champion and city manager Jim 
Giese entered vigorous arguments 
against the industrial and apartment 
zoning petitions. (see manager’s 
statement on page 4). They 
contended that the zoning applica¬ 
tions endangered the lower density 
area between Cipriano Road and 
DuVal High School. 

After hearing of the decision, 
Champion stated that the action is 
another example of the Commission 
recommending approval of zoning 
petitions before the drawing up of 
an approved Master Plan for the 
Greenbelt area. Such changes are 
then used as a justification for ma¬ 
king changes in the Master Plan. 

In effect, Champion said, the Mas¬ 
ter Plan instead of being a guide 
for zoning decisions is merely used 
to justify previous piecemeal ac¬ 
tions. 

Chairman William Stevens of the 
Commission indicated to the Green¬ 
belt representatives that he wanted 
to meet with the city officials in 
September to review Master Plan 13. 

He said that he did not believe the 
Commission and Greenbelt were far 
apart, but implied that the Smith- 
Ewing properties would not be sub¬ 
ject to discussion, since the Com¬ 
mission has already taken a stand 
on these zoning petitions. 

The zoning petitions are scheduled 
to be taken up by the County Com¬ 
missioners sitting as the District 
Council of Prince Georges County, 
on Friday, August 21 at 10 a.m. at 
Upper Marlboro Court House. Also 
scheduled to come up at that time 
is the Smith-Ewing petitions for 
rezoning the 300 acres (within 
Greenbelt city limits) immediately 
east of the Washington-Baltimore 
Parkway for high-rise apartments 
and town houses. The county com¬ 
missioners had postponed the hear¬ 
ings on these petitions originally 
scheduled for May 20 on the grounds 
that such zoning decisions should be 
deferred until after adoption of 
the Greenbelt-College Park Master 
Plan.

City Files Suit to Protest 
Runoff From Boxwood Vil. 

The city of Greenbelt, on direc¬ 
tion of city council, has filed suit 
in circuit court to get an injunction 
against Ivy Homes, Inc. and Box¬ 
wood Village, Inc. At issue is the 
rain water runoff from the latter 
properties onto Empire Place in 
the Lakewood development. One, 
of the developers being sued is 
Charles Bresler who has been re¬ 
peatedly asked by the city to rectify 
the situation. 


Representatives of the city coun¬ 
cil and the State Roads Commission 
have held several meetings in an 
attempt to reach agreement on the 
sale of the city warehouse 7.5 acre 
site. The State Roads Commission 
is determined to have the site and 
there are indications that it might 
be ready to offer as much as $150, 
000. Its original offer was $90,000. 
The city council, however, considers 
the property is worth much more 
as an industrial site sitting at the 
juncture of an interchange. 

Mosquito Control 

In 1958 the city entered into the 
joint state-county-city mosquito 
control program. The program, 
established in accordance with the 
State Mosquito Control Budget 
Law, is operated by the Maryland 
State Board of Agriculture through 
the office of tht State Entomologist 
In order to participate in the pro¬ 
gram each municipality contri¬ 
butes a share of one-half of the 
cost of operations within its cor¬ 
porate limits. Malathion, the spray 
being used, is a material that is 
commonly used by the U. S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service in many pest 
control activities, including mos¬ 
quito control. Because of its low 
toxicity to warm blooded animals 
and the fact that it is recommend¬ 
ed by the U. S. Public Health Serv¬ 
ice, the Maryland State Board of 
Agriculture is using it in coopera¬ 
tion with the city and the county 
for mosquito control. The spray 
truck, operated by the State Board 
of Agriculture, visits Greenbelt on 


Boxwood Village is located on 
ground higher than Empire Place, 
a cul-de-sac maintained by the city. 
The suit says that in 1963 the de¬ 
velopers “rough-graded” the land 
and removed trees, shrubs, and 
grass, “whereby exposing the bare 
soil.” Since then, the suit contends, 
rain water runs off the Boxwood 
Village properties into Empire place 
and then 800 feet into a drainage 
sewer. 

“The washing of water, mud, sand, 
silt and clay after each rainfall 
necessitates a repeated expenditure 
by the iCty for removal,” the suit 
says. 

Judge Ralph W. Powers gave the 
defendants until August 17 to show 
cause why he should not issue an 
injunction requiring them to stop 
the runoff.

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Swiss Visit Greenbelt

operative Federation from Switzer¬ 
land visited Greenbelt last week. 

Through the auspices of the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, a dogwood 
tree was planted in Greenbelt city 
park to commemorate the event. 

After a dinner provided by the 
Ladies Auxiliary of the Greenbelt 
Fire and Rescue Squad, the evening 
was given over to several hours of 
gay folk dancing at the Youth Cen¬ 
ter. 


V. A. Aid Extended 

Children of living veterans who 
are totally and permanently disabled 
from service-connected causes, may 
now participate in the War Orphans 
Education Assistance program ad¬ 
ministered by the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration, 

This extension of the program to 
children other than those of de¬ 
ceased service-connected veterans 
was signed into law July 7 by Pres¬ 
ident Johnson. 

Thousands of children throughout 
the nation are expected to be affec¬ 
ted by the new law, according to C. 

W. Henry, Manager of the Veterans 
Benefits Office 1717 Massachusetts 
Ave., N. W., Washington, D. C. 

Henry said the law now extends 
the program to children of veterans 
of the Spanish-American War, 
World War I, World War H, the 
Korean Conflict and the peacetime 
service who have been permanently 
and totally disabled by illness or 
injury attributable either to their 
wartime service or, in the case of 
peacetime veterans, to disabilities 
received in line of duty. 

The law provides for benefits up 
to $110 a month for full time en¬ 
rollment and proportionally lower 
for part time study for eligible chil¬ 
dren attending college or pursuing 
non-college courses leading to gain- 
full employment. Courses on the 
high school level are not allowed, 
Henry said. 

The dates during which the ena¬ 
bling illness or disability must have 
occurred are as follows: 

Spanish-American War - April 
21, 1898 through July 4, 1902. 

World War I - April 6 , 1917 
through November 11 , 1918. (Those 
who later served in Russia have 
until April 1 , 1920.) 

World War II - December 7, 1941, 
through December 31, 1946. 

Korean Conflict - July 27, 1950, 
through January 31, 1955. 

Induction period (peacetime ser¬ 
vice) - September 16, 1940, until the 
termination of the Universal Mili¬ 
tary Service and Training Act.

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City Statement On Zoning 

(Following is the testimony of Greenhelt City Manager, James 
■ GtesCj presented, to the Maryland National-Capital Park and 
Planning Commission at its July 29 hearing on the 7 tracts of land 
north and northeast of DuVal High School) 

At a special meeting held on Monday, July 27, 1964 the Green- 
belt City Council considered Zoning Map Amendment Petitions 
Nos. A-5599, A-5600, A-5601, A-5602, A-5603, A-5604 and A-5605. 
The City's interest in these applications, at first glance, may seem 
unjustified as the properties are located some distance from the 
City. However, this City has learned through experience that it 
cannot limit its interest in zoning decisions and planning actions 
to the confines of the City limits, for the development of property 
at distant locations does affect the development and character of 
the City. Recently, a property owner immediately adjacent to the 
City of Greenbelt justified a rezoning for high density develop¬ 
ment not on a change in character of surrounding properties *—- 
which had had no changes — but in changes in character as far 
away as the Prince Georges Plaza. His line of reasoning was ac¬ 
cepted by the Circuit Court. 

The City notes comments in the Technical Staff Report for 
these particular applications concerning the affect of the propos¬ 
ed rezoning on the intersection of Greenbelt-Glenn Dale Road with 
the Baltimore-Washington Parkway - which is within our City 
limits — on the Preliminary Master Plan for Planning Area 13N 
and on the Staff Study Plan for the Glenn Dale Road-Good Luck 
Road area. Greenbelt, too, recognizes that this zoning would af¬ 
fect our City and adjacent unincorporated areas. 

At the special meeting, therefore, the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil recommended the denial of these zoning applications both as 
requested by the owner and as recommended by the Technical Staff. 
The Council did so for the following reasons: 

1. The character of the area is rural with some scattered single 
family development and single-family subdivision activity to 
the southwest. 


2. “A Staff Study Plan for the Glenn Dale Road - Good Luck 
Road Area”, by implication, would indicate that the entire 
area in the vicinity of DuVal High School is to remain in 
low density single-family zoning categories. 

3. The General Plan proposes low density residential uses in 
the vicinity of the DuVal High School. 

4. Once a lower use is granted it is likely to set off a chain of 
events leading to justification for other zoning requests. 

5. The roads from the area lead to: 


a. The Greenbelt Road-Glenn Dale Road, Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway, Capital Beltway Interchange complex 
which poses circulation problems, or 

b. Passage through extensive single-family area, or 

c. To Defense Highway, which has become a rather con¬ 
gested radial in past years and development along it seems 
to be making circulation conditions worse. 

6. Higher density residential development in the vicinity of 
DuVal could spread all the way to Cipriano Road - thus po¬ 
tentially forming a solid belt of apartments along the south 
side of Glenn Dale Road from the Parkway to Lanham-Sev- 
ern Road. 

7. The zoning proposed would tend to negate the basic concept 
of the General Plan — the concept of cities along corridors 
in our suburbs. 

These objections, which Greenbelt considers substantial, are 
derived directly from the Technical Staff Report for these zoning 
applications and in most instances the language used in voicing 
our objections has been taken directly from the Technical Staff Re¬ 
port. 

In contrast the City finds the arguments supporting the re¬ 
zoning used by the Technical Staff to be extremely weak. For ex-

ample, the industrial zoning is justified on the basis that: 

1. There is a dot on the General Plan. 

2. There was an inspection of the site in the field. 

3. The applicant and his hired consultants recommend it. 

4. There is some need for space for NASA related organiza¬ 
tions near to Goddard. 

5. Protective covenants will be placed on the property as a 
condition of rezoning. 

The apartment zoning is justified on the basis that: 

1. The granting of industrial zoning will change the charac¬ 
ter of the community property controlled by the same de¬ 
veloper. 

2. The concentration of apartments in that area will reduce 
the amount of street traffic. 

Greenbelt cannot accept this reasoning. Before the members 
of the Prince Georges Planning Board should accept this reasoning, 
we recommend that you obtain and give consideration to answers 
to the following questions: 

1. What were the reasons to justify placing a dot on the Gen¬ 
eral Plan in the first place? This dot was not present on 
the Plan as originally proposed and for which public hear¬ 
ings were held. 

2. What legal authority is there for forcing the developer to 
enter into protective covenants? Will these protective cov¬ 
enants stand up in court? 

3. Will the rezoning to industrial of property next to the par¬ 
cel proposed for 1-1 zoning without covenants to NASA be 
detrimental to NASA and can the District Council logically 
and legally refuse to zone adjacent property industrial, if 
requested ? 

4. What consideration has been given to buffering the pro¬ 
posed industrial tract on the three sides of it which will not 
be zoned for apartments? 

5. Does the Technical Staff have any studies to substantiate 
their argument that the employees of the industrial tract 
will live in the immediate neighborhood if apartment hous¬ 
ing is provided thus reducing traffic congestion? 

6. Can the proposed Research and Development Tract alone 
support the more than 1,900 families which will live in the 

apartment tracts? 

7. On what basis can higher density development to the north, 
the east, the south and the west of the proposed properties 
be logically denied if this zoning is granted?

The development of the vicinity of the Goddard Space Flight 
Center, from Greenbelt to Glenn Dale and the future of this im¬ 
portant government installation will be affected by decisions made 
concerning these zoning applications. Greenbelt urges your care¬ 
ful consideration of all factors before making your decision. We 
are confident that upon the consideration of all factors the logical 
conclusion will be that the public interest and good planning will best 
be served by the denial of these applications.
